Zwarte Piet (Black Peter). 


You know it’s that time of the year again in Holland, when you are greeted by some Dutch person 
on the street, whose face is painted completely black and is sporting an afro wig, bright red lips 
and a ridiculous clown-like costume. What is possibly more strange than this very sight, is the fact 
that many Dutch person finds it a completely normal and acceptable occurrence. 

Yes, most Dutch people love their Zwarte Piets (Black Peter’s)! 

Throughout November and early December the beloved Zwarte Piet icon 1s ubiquitous and can be 
found manically smiling away at every turn (grocery store flyers, posters, window displays, 
television commercials, wrapping paper, sweets, and so on). The painted black face image is 
inescapable. 

Many western foreigners living or visiting Holland are horrified by such cana Why? Because 
they naturally conjure up the images of American Blackface: A theatrical | 
practice of the 19th century which propagated racist stereotypes and the 
mockery of African slaves, and which, appropriately ceased to exist once 
the Civil Rights Movement of the 1960s came into play. 

Thus the existence of a modern-day nationally-beloved Blackface icon 
can be associated and/or confused with the racist stereotypes and 
degrading propaganda of yesteryear. 

Sinterklaas is said to have originated from St. Nicolaus, the Bishop of 
Mira, Turkey. According to the legend, he saved the town from starvation, revived 3 dead children, 
and offered gifts of dowries to poor girls. The roots of the Zware Piets, however, are unclear. Some 
say these merry helpers are simply black in colour after having gone down the chimneys to deliver 
presents (really?). Others explain they are “hired helpers”, or simply dark people of Moorish 
descent that lived in Spain’... 

Regardless of the explanation, Zwarte Piet’s very presence annually ignites a heated debate 
amongst Dutch people, tourists, expats and the immigration communities of Holland. 

Is Zwarte Piet a harmless childhood tradition, not worth debating? Or is it an archaic offensive 
character that no longer has a place in a multicultural society?

The Duyfken Replica will leave Perth for good. 
AN UPDATE ON THE DUYFKEN REPLICA. 
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The people in Sydney will have once again a great view of the Duyfken Replica, because the Duyfken 
has been there a couple of times before. This time, however, it will stay therefor good. 





You may have heard that the Duyfken Replica will leave WA to go to Sydney, where she will be a part of 
the Australian National Maritime Museum’s (ANMM) collection. 


When it was confirmed that both the WA corporate sector and the State Government financial support had 
stopped, the ongoing funding in the order of $300,000 plus per year for the ship’s maintenance was no 
longer available in WA. The economic impact of COVID also played a negative role in the raising of 
funds. Without this financial support, the Foundation would have difficulty operating beyond October 
2020, which made Duyfken’s future very uncertain. 


It became clear that the Foundation had to look at alternative ways of guaranteeing Duyfken’s future and so 
started working with the Australian National Maritime Museum (ANMM). This cooperation resulted in 
finding a new home for the ship. 

The plan to relocate her to Sydney’s ANMM was designed to protect the ship’s historical value whilst 
allowing it to continue to tell her story for many years to come. The expectation is that with care and 
maintenance, Duyfken still has another 30 years of storytelling to offer. 


A Letter of Intent was accepted and signed. This Letter outlines the framework for the transfer of 
ownership of the Duyfken to the ANMM. The Duyfken will be relocated and become part of the national 
heritage fleet based in Sydney under the custodianship of the ANMM. 

Since her construction, the Duyfken has always played an important role in Australia’s maritime history. 
Not only in an historical sense, as it was the first European ship to explore Australia, but also for her

Another chapter in the story of | 
the Duyfken has begun. 


Plans are currently in progress to transport the Duyfken to 
her new home. With the option of sailing her into Sydney 
Harbour now gone, due to COVID-19 restrictions, 
arrangements are made for the ship to be deck loaded onto a vessel for transportation to Newcastle, and 
then sailed down the NSW coast to Sydney. The trip to Newcastle will be under the guidance of Bosun 
Andrew Bibby and his Dutch partner Mirjam Hilgeman. Once in Newcastle, Andrew and Mirjam, together 
with the Tallships Team from the East Coast, will put the ship together again with her masts and sails, so 
that the Duyfken is able to sail with a 16-person crew from Newcastle to Sydney. 


This will provide a spectacular sight as the Duyfken enters Sydney Heads under full sail (wind direction 
dependent) and continues up the harbour to her new berth at the ANMM in Darling Harbour. 
Hopefully all this will happen before Christmas. 


If this is possible, I will fly to my family in Sydney to see the Duyfken sail into her new berth at the 
ANMM next to the Endeavour, another amazing replica build in Fremantle.

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*STICHTING NEDERLANDS BUITEN NEDERLAND “— Introduction. 


Last week I met with Elly Spillekom to talk about the ’Stichting Nederlanders Buiten Nederland” 
or SNBN. 

SNBN 1s an organisation founded by Eelco Key, when he realised that he was about to loose his 
Dutch passport while living in the USA and when he applied for American citizenship. 


Eelco, through his membership of Dutch political party D’66 has access to Dutch politicians with 
whom he started to work on a variety of issues important to (former) Dutch nationals working and 
living outside the Netherlands. 


As so many (former) Dutch are regularly confronted with situations that require Dutch 
governmental assistance, it felt like a good idea to introduce this organisation and its work to you 
for your information. SNBN works on subjects that may effect/may have effected you personally 
as current or former Dutch citizen living outside your country of birth, the Netherlands. 


So what exactly is SNBN? 

Stichting Nederlanders Buiten Nederland” was founded in 2019 and aims to serve the interests of 
Dutchies living and working outside the Netherlands as well as possible. 

Its 11 board members are spread over four continents and 9 (Dutch) political parties. 

Chairman Eelco lives in the USA, whilst secretary Twan resides in Switzerland. 

Dutchies living abroad communicate with the Board through their representatives— Elly is not only 
SNBN’s representative for those (former) Dutch living Australia, Elly is also the coordinator of 
these representatives. Her work involves many a Zoom communication with local representatives 
in any corner of the world. 


SNBN has set out to assist (former) Dutchies with issues like access to Dutch state pension (AOW 
or bedrijfs pensioen), Dutch education outside the Netherlands and maintaining or regaining Dutch 
citizenship while carrying a passport of current country of residence.

Yummy Dutch December treats 





Almond Roll (Banketstaaf). 


A traditional Dutch pastry for St. Nicolas and Christmas time. This pastry can also be 
shaped in a circle (Kerstkrans) or a letter. Both are a little complicated. 

Almond meal in Australia lacks the bitterness, found in European almonds, hence the 
addition of almond essence. Butter puff pastry 1s nicer than ordinary puff pastry, but often 
makes the completed rolls a little uneven. 


Don’t refrigerate the pastry, as this will make it soft and soggy. No problem at most 
Christmas parties. 
It is so delicious it will disappear very quickly just the same! 


Ingredients: 

Filling: 

150 grams almond meal. 

150 grams sugar. 

1 small egg. 

/2 teaspoon almond essence. 

3 half sheets of ready-made butter puff 

pastry sheets. 

.# Glacé cherries for decoration. 

.# Apricot jam or icing sugar. 

Method: 

.# Combine all the ingredients for the 
filling. Put it in a bowl and cover with 
cling wrap. Refrigerate for one or two 


and gives a nice texture. 

.# Lay out the 3 half sheets of puff pastry. 

.# From the almond filling make 2 rolls, 4 
cm shorter than the length of the puff 
pastry. 

.# Place the almond mixture in the middle 
of 2a sheet puff pastry and 2 cm short 
of the end of the sheet. 

.# Roll the puff pastry with almond filling till almost closed and moisten lightly with a 

little water. 

Roll the pastry till closed, pinch the end of pastry to close. 

Fold the end over and press lightly. Flip the roll over with the seam down. 

Put the pastry on a baking sheet lined with baking paper. 

Bake in the middle of a pre-heated 220°C oven for 25 to 30 minutes, until nicely 

golden brown. Do not open the oven the first 15 minutes. 

Cool on a wire rack. 

.# Warm the apricot jam and strain through a sieve to remove the pieces. 

.# Brush the pastry with the jam or sprinkle liberally with icing sugar and decorate with 
halved glace cherries. 

.# Alternatively, put icing sugar and browned shaved almonds on top.

Peat exploitation meant an income for the early settlers, et 
although most of the income did not flow into the pockets National Park near Drachten. 

of the struggling peat cutters. In 1641 A.D. farmers in 

Drachten entered into an agreement with wealthy residents of The Hague, which stipulated 
that peat cut in that area of Friesland was solely to be sent to the Provinces of Holland. 

To transport the peat by boat, the ’Drachtster Compagnons” Vaart (canal) and two side 
channels had to be dug. It took about 800 workers quite a few years to aig it, using only 
shovels, wheelbarrows, horses and carts. , 
Developments followed the workers as they 
moved along, such as dwellings, places for 
storage, hostels and businesses. The finished 
canal brought in ships and they not only 
wanted return freight, but also their own 
service industry such as rope-yards, 
carpenter's yards and other service industries. 
This was soon followed by Public utilities 
etc. 

Around 1830, a Town hall was built.

Almost all traffic and signs have been 
removed in the Town's centre, in an 
effort to improve traffic safety, based 
on the theory that drivers pay more 
attention to their surroundings, when 
they cannot rely on strict traffic rules. 
Previously the town's centre had an 
average of 8 accidents per year. In the 
first two years after the system was 
introduced, yearly accidents were 
reduced tol.
